STONECUTTERS’ LAW. 


New York Court’s Opinion Renders 
the Act Inoperative—Is Declared to 


Be Unconstitutional. : 
[BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M. 
’ NEW YORK, Jan. 1.—By an opinion 
by the appellate division yesterday the 
act of 1885, known generally as the 
stonecutters’ law, is made inoperative. 
The statute enacted five years ago re- 
quired that all stone used in municipal 
work in this State, except paving 
blocks and crushed stonés, should be 
worked, dressed and carved within the 
boundaries of the State. 

The opinion was based upon an ac- 
tion brought in the Supreme Court by 


| Ralph J. Treat, a contractor, to obtain 


$1218 as an installment on sewer work. 
Controller Coler declined to pay, on 
the ground that Treat was not using 
stone cut in this State, and he was sus- 

tained by the lower court. | 
The relator contended that the “‘stone 
law” was in contravention of the cora- 
merce laws of the Constitution of the 
United States and void. He tlso al- 
that the clause in the contract 
inserted in pursuance of the statute to 
carry out the provision was in conflict 
with the act of Congress of July 2, 1900, 
deciaring illegal various contracts, 
combinations or conspiracies in re- 
straint of trade or commerce among 
the several States. He made the fur- 
ther claif that the statute is in conflict 
with the State Constitution and the 
fourteenth amendment of the United 

States Constitution.

(CHOPPED OFF 
HIS HBAD. 


Beheaded in a Pe- 


PEKING, Jan. 1—{[Exclusive 
Dispetch.) The murderer of 
Baron Von Ketteler, the Ger- 
man Minister, was beheaded 
yesterday in Hataman street, 
the principal thoroughfare of 
the capital. The execution, 
which was under German ‘6n- 
peryision, took place at the 
busiest hour of the day. A 
great crowd was present. The 
murderer was made to kneel 
on his hands and knees in the 
middle of the street, and was 
kept in that position for half 
an hour, awaiting the arrival 
of German officers. In the 
meantime the executioner, . 
eword in hand, and an assist- 
ant stood beside the con- 
demned man. They each 
wore bloody clothes, The pair 
had just officiated at eight 
other killings and did not 
have time to wash. The man 
who was soon to die was 
cheerful, and laughed heart- 
ily several times. 

Upon the arrival of the Ger- 
man officers, the assistant exe- 
cutioner made a double wrap 
of twine around the man’s 
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chin. He then 
pulled on the twine and the 
man’s queue, stretching the 
neck to the utmost. Mean- 
time the executioner put 
his knee between the man’s 
shoulder blades and his 
hands on hig head. Then he 
jumped hard, shoving the 
culprit’s face in the dust. 
Afterward he stepped back, 
took the sword and chopped . 
the head off. Two blows were 
required to sever the head, 
which was subsequently | 
placed in a cage and hung 
over the street.

“The consumption of wood is greater 
ythan the normal production of acces- 
sible forests, and there is thus a con-’ 
tinual deficit, which is made up, for 
the moment, by the destruction of 
forests.”. The author wumnilertakes to 
demonstrate this by showing that the 
countries of the world which are the 
greatest consumers. of wood, not be- 
} ing able to supply their own wants, 
are importing atinually a considerabie 
quantity of wood for ural pur- 
poses. He goes on to state that in 
the five years from 1894 to 1898 France 
has been obliged to import annually 
more than $28,000,000 worth of wood 
of this kind, while exporting it only 
to the value of $8,500,000. The trouble 
is, the author believes, that too much 
wood is grown for fuel and not enough 
for construction. The same is true in 
other countries. England's exports of

Much satitude in 
the way of merry-niaking should un- 
doubtedly be permitted to men situ- 
ated as are the officers and soldiers of 
foreign nations in China. Within ra- 
tional and harmless bounds, they may 
properly be allowed to while away the 
tediousness of camp life in such man- 
ner as best suits their inetinations. 
But to go to the lengths above de- 
‘scribed, and in the place held most 
‘sacred by the Chinese, Was to offer = 
neediess insult to the Chinese as a na- 
tion.
